Twenty-eight of the sailors 
and marines were kidnaped 
June 26 on a bus ride through 


the Cuban countryside and two 


more were captured near the 
base. One of the latter. has 
been returned, 

Ellis said. he was not sure 
how many men would be freed 
today. The Navy helicopters 
which have brought back 20 
United States and Canadian 
civilians seized by the rebels 
usually can carry only four 
passengers on each trip. 

The copters have been the 
only foreign aircraft allowed 
to fly over rebellious Oriente 
province by President Fulgen- 
cio Batista’s government. Yes- 
terday a United States Marine 
Flying Boxcar apparently 
strayed off its prescribed 
course on a flight from Guan- 
tanamo to Opa-Locka, Fla., and 
was forced down by Cuban 
Army fighter planes. 

The transport landed at San- 
tiago, the capital of Oriente. 
A United States consul there 
quickly intervened and the 
plane was on its way again a 
few hours later.

Watermelon Season 


Here---Make the Most of It

THINK HARD, NOW—do you know anyone who 
doesn’t like watermelon? Anyone at all’? If so, that per- 
son definitely is aanember of a minority group. Melons 
of all kinds rate high in popularity, a faet which is not 
surprising when one considers their subtle flavors, their 
pretty pastel colors, and most of all their wonderfully 
eool, refreshing textures when they come to the table 
properly chilled. 

Probably the best liked member of the whole melon 
family is the watermelon, and no doubt much of this 
popularity can be attributed to a touch of nostalgia. 
The very sight of red-ripe watermelon conjures up mem- 
ories of happy times in the past—of wayside picnics and 
impromptu parties. The sophisticated adult, enjoying 
watermelon neatly scooped into balls then served in 
the grand manner in a crystal dish nestled in a bowl of 
crushed ice, subconsciously remembers childhood “‘ water- 
melon parties’’ when slices of the juicy melon were 
grasped firmly in both hands and eaten without benefit 
of knife or spoon. 

x * * 

Although watermelon seems as American as pop- 
corn, its cultivation was recorded thousands of years 
before this continent’s discovery. Ancient Egyptian 
art shows the melon and it is mentioned by its Hebrew 
name, ‘‘abbatitchim,’’ in accounts of the Hebrew exodus 
from Egypt. 

It is said that the famous missionary-explorer, Dr. 
David Livingston, cleared up the mystery of the water- 
melon’s birthplace when he found vast tracts of the 
mélons growing wild in central Africa. The melon 
reached central Europe near the beginning of the Chris- 
tian Era and centuries later European colonists brought 
it to America. It had become common in Massachusetts 
by the early seventeenth century, and now it is a favorite 
in every state from coast to coast. 

* 

But for all its folksiness, the melon’can don party 
dress and feel quite at home in the most plush surround- 
ings. Consider, for example, Molded Watermelon Fresh

You can ripen melons at 
room temperature for several 
days if not too immature when 


picked. ‘ Soft spots on melons 
do not affect the flavor but 
decayed spots do. So before 
storing amy decayed areas 


should be removed. 


Store frozen melon balls as 
you would other frozen fruits. 
Thaw the frozen melon in the 
refrigerator or at room tem- 
perature. Remember frozen 
melon should be served only 
partly thawed. When thawed 
completely the flesh will be 
mushy or rubbery in texture. 


Keep It Simple. 


Chilled melon is the sim- 
plest, the quickest to prepare 
on desserts.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Some rivers deserve to be free 
— the Brule and Flambeau in 
Wistonsin, the Potomac, the Buf- 
falo in Arkansas and the Current 
and Eleven Point in Missouri. 

The clear-water streams — the 
Current and Eleven Point as you 
point out in your editorial, “The 
Current's Not for Damming,” are 
the heritage of all Americans be- 
cause of their pre-eminent wild 
beauty. 

Yes, there is need for economic 
improvements in the heart of the 
Ozarks, but could this not be best 
achieved through logical develop- 
ment of the present resources— 
recreation and timber? Since 
nearly all facets of our economy 
have received government bene- 
fits-in one form or another, per- 
haps the Ozarks deserve some 
also,but not in the form of a dam. 


A national river system similar 
to the national parks system 
might be one approach to improv- 
ing the recreational assets of this 
region. 

This should not hecessarily 
mean Federal control of lands, 
waters or administration of the 
Current National River. 

What is needed is some positive 
effort toward the preservation 
of these priceless rivers; the tech- 
niques are immaterial. ‘ 

Increased appropriations for de- 
velopment and research in the 
hardwood forest industry is 
another step that transcends the 
need for a dam. 

The Nature Conservancy So- 
ciety, nationally and through an 
active committee of the Missouri 
Chapter is working for a perma- 
nent plan for the preservation of 
the Current and Eleven Point 
rivers and will welcome support.

Wealth in Ozark Beauty 


How is it that the most beautiful part of 
Missouri, the. Ozark hill country, became the 
state’s number one economic problem? — 

In the 19th century the get-rich-quick lum- 
ber interests stripped the Ozarks of pine and 
fine hardwoods. The hills have suffered from 
open “gn and azing and the foolish 
custom of “burning the land” to provide 
grating. Thése pra have turned much 
of the hill soil into the rivers, despoiling both. 

The key to the economic problem of the 
Ozarks is timber. Missouri still has more than 
15,000,000 acres of forést land, and no one 
doubts that it could be used as a prop for 
Missouri industry. Such neighboring states 
as Arkansas and Tennéssee have proved that 
this is so. 3 

A report by the Fedéral Reserve Bank of 
St. Louis shows how al: woodpulp plant 
capacity in these two states and Mississippi 
increased 167-per cent ‘im the last decade. The 
mid-South has profited by a demand for paper 
products that far exceeds supply and which 
will increase by an estimated 42 per cent in 
the next ten years. 

Arkansas, of course, preserved large pine 
forests and considerable hardwood. Missouri 
has little pine left. It might require years 
of reforestation for Missouri to offer the re- 
sources for newsprint or high-grade paper 
production. But even now the state has wood 
which could be used for paper board mills, 
and there are hundreds of other industrial 
uses for timber: lumber, veneers, crating, ties, 
barrel staves, manufacturing forms. 

Missouri already has a growing timber in- 
dustry. Encouraged by state timber manage- 
ment legislation, many forests have been im- 
proved, and manufacturing with it. For ex- 
ample, one barrel stave maker now. has ex- 
panded and makes whole barrels. Timber is 
a million-dollar-a-year business around Salem 
alone. 

With such prospects the state can be ex- 
pected to invite were om and investment 
from timber manufactufing. But first the 
people of Missouri will have to decide that 
they want and will encourage a strong timber 
industry. 

If they so decide, their legislators will re- 
voke or modify the open range laws that per- 
mit overgrazing on anybody’s land. They 
will reinforce the forest conservancy and fire 
protection efforts, and strengthen the Conser- 
vation Commission’s forestry division in its 
effort to encourage more useful forest growths 
and harvesting of trees. 

They will support such plans as that of the 


National Park Service and co-operating agen-. 


cies for watershed and recreational develop- 
ment along the Current river. They will not 
support proposals for dams along such streams 
where dams would do too little good to offset 
the damage done to Missouri's unique beauty. 

High timber and clear streams were na- 
ture’s legacy to this state. By creating the 
basis for a timber industry, Missouri can use 
those same elements of its beauty for its eco- 
nomic growth. 


A Job the County Can Do 


If the County Council wants to strike a 
modest blow for efficiency and economy, it 
ought to authorize the county government to 
serve as a tax collector for any municipality 
that is willing. A proposal to do just that has 


. been offered by Councilman Dunne at the 


request of the tax-conscious City of Berkeley. 
That city manager community evidently sees 
no reason to support both a city tax collector 
and a county collector, as do most of the 
county’s other 90-odd municipalities. If the 
Council had been more alert it would have 
realized this basic need and moved to meet it 
a long while ago. 


Of Thirsty Mice and Men 


Certain misgivings which the admirers of 
more substantial beverages have long enter- 
tained toward the practice of water-drinking 
have now received scientific confirmation, A 
strain of mice under.study by the United 
States Public Health Service at Bethesda, Md., 


is given to drinking itself into an early grave © 


—on water. 

Or at least the males do. The females just 
keep on drinking and drinking, with no no- 
ticeable ill effect: a phenomenon which is no 
doubt worthy of further study. These unfor- 
tunate rodents, now become confirmed aqua- 
holics, do not, moreover, drink because they 
have to; they drink because they like to, 
which is, of course, far worse. 

From mice to men is a short jump in scien- 
tific thought, and now that the pitfalls of 
water for internal use are known it must be 
hoped that no one will be so foolish as to pro- 
pose its outright prohibition. Few would care 
to face the prospect.of neo-speakeasies where 
water flowed like wine, and unscrupulous op- 
erators spiked Bourbon on the rocks from the 
tap with no thought of the possible conse- 
quences to the human system. 

Temperance in the drinking of water should 
rather be the watchword; and those who can- 
not take it or leave it alone should stick to 
some safer beverage, possibly gin. By so 
doing, we can avoid the unhappy fate of the 
thirsty mice of Bethesda. 


Ovations in Venezuela 

The State Department and its Secretary, 
John Foster Dulles, can learn something from 
the receptions paid to, Representative Charles 
O. Porter of Oregon on his visit to Venezuela. 
Enthusiastic crowds turned out for the Demo- 
cratic Congressman in Caracas where so re- 
cently a very prominent official of the United 
States was accorded a very different kind of 
reception. The New York Times, which does 
not go overboard in descriptive reporting, 
spoke of “ovations” everywhere arising from 
“a vast reservoir of good will.” On one occa- 
sion 20,000 people turned out to hear Repre- 
sentative Porter speak.

man from Oregon been received this way in 
rock-throwing Venezuela? Because the news- 
papers of Caracas have told the people about 
Representative Porter's one-man _ fight 
against Dictator Trujillo of the Dominican 
Republic. The Venezuelans look on him as 
the chief opponent of Trujillo in Washington. 


Indeed their newspapers call him “the rep- . 


resentative of Latin America in the United 
States Congress.” He is so much admired for 


his fight against Trujillo that he was invited 
to their country by the Venezuelan News- 


papermen’s Association. 

We can no longer assume that Latin Ameri- 
cans do not know the score. This cordial 
treatment of Congressman ‘Porter-—he has 
been in office hardly 18 months—means that 
many Venezuelans know more about him than 
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most voters in the United States know. The 
State Department will do well to reflect on 
this as it works on the improvement of rela- 
tions between South America countries and 
Washington. 


A New Blow in Iraq 


The overthrow of King Faisal in Iraq is 
potentially afar greater blow to American 
foreign policy in the Middle East than the 
rebellion in Lebanon. Iraq is the very heart 
and core of the Baghdad Pact. If the pro-

Notwithstanding 
the heavy loss to the Western cause in the 
immediate event, even greater losses would 
be generated if we resorted to military meas- 
ures unless they had the full sanction and 


support of a preponderance of the United » 


Nations. 

The Baghdad Pact was erected to provide 
collective security against a military attack 
from the Soviet Union, but there has been no 
military attack. The Eisenhower Doctrine was 
erected to strengthen Middle Eastern govern- 
ments against Communist assault, but there 
has been’no Communist assault. The Nasser 
movement has, of course, incited revolt and 
offered political and perhaps other support. 
But this is a far different thing from military 
aggression across frontiers, and it is most 
unlikely that the United Nations would coun- 
tenance any military response unless such 
aggression were involved. If a cause for U.N. 
action was lacking in Lebanon it is even less 
plausible in the case of Iraq. 

American interests in the Middle East are 
now reaping the harvest of a policy unwisely 
based on military pacts and orjented exclus- 
ively to the possibility of military attack from 
the Soviet Union. While we manned the ram- 
parts against the Kremlin, we neglected the 
basic political elements which made our po- 
sition progressively weaker behind the mili- 
tary “shield.” 

This is bad enough, but we would only 
make it worse by trying to retrieve our losses 
with unilateral military power. A whole new 
Middle Eastern policy will have to be built 
from the bottom up. 


Challenge to a Good Senator 


Tennessee voters will decide the Democratic 
primary contest between Senator Albert Gore 
and former Gov. Prentice Cooper without out- 
side assistance, but they ought to know that 
the nation as a whole can be grateful for the 
record of Senator Gore. 

In his column opposite this page, William 
S. White relates how Mr. Cooper is using 
cheap race-prejudice tactics against the Sen- 
ator, who has taken a courageous position on 
civil rights. Senator Gore’s other activities in 
behalf of the public good also merit recog- 
nition. 

As a leading senatorial student of the na- 
tional economy, he conducted an inquiry into 
price rises last year,.and warried of the re- 
cession before it came. When it came, he in- 
troduced a public works bill to help reverse 
the trend. | 

He was the principal author of the vast new 
federal highway building program. 

He has championed public power in the 
atomic energy field, and pushed through a bill 
for building public reactors at Atomic Energy 
Commission installations. He helped expose 
the Dixon-Yates deal which would have dam- 
aged the Tennessee Valley Authority. 

He was a principal in the investigation of 
campaign spending and an exponent of strict- 
er rules governing such funds. 

Always he has led the struggle to protect 
reciprocal trade. As a close critic of foreign 
policy, he called attention to-the danger of 
intervention in Indochina. 

These are a few of Senator Gore’s activities 
which have won him deep respect in the 
United States Senate. He ought to be re- 
spected in Tennessee.

Q. Dr.- Kvaraceus, is there more 
brutality and violence in the schools 
than there used te be? 


A. I think there is, and I think it’s 
a reflection of the violence and self- 
indulgence in our culture. All you 
have to do is pick up any headline in 
terms of, let’s say, a mock air raid— 
which is suggestive of violence—any 
headline in terms of the African 
situation, and the need for a “sum- 
mit” conference 
under the threat 
of war—the im-

tion. This is the 
culture in which we breed children, 
of which the school is really not a 
part, but a reflection or victim. 


Q. Is the discipline and behavior

A. I would say that the problem is 
heaviest in the big cities where edu- 
cational bigness invites anonymity 
and a kind of impersonal classroom 
relationship. I think anonymity, in 
a sense, breeds discontent, despair 
and delinquency. 


Q. Do you. think that a lot more 
of this violence goes on than gets 
inte the newspapers? 

A. Not only do we think so, we 
know so. We khow just how much 
more. 

There have been a number of re- 
search studies that imply—this is a 
rather ominous problem —that in

Q. What effect does integration of 


. schools and general mixture of races 


have on the rising delinquency rate? 

A. I think it adds another pressure, 
and I think the pressures are rather 
subtle. I think the integration of 
groups brings Gut very often an edu- 
cational problem from the point of 
view of teaching and learning, al- 


most tangential to the color prob- 


lem. For example, if you. merge in 
any community Negro youngsters 
from the fourth grade with white 
youngsters in the fourth grade, you 
widen the range of individual differ- 


ences within the class by several 
grades. 


Q. Do you mean the _ school 
achievement level of the colored 
child -is usyally that much below 
that of the white child? 


A. Yes, I think there has been 
some evidence along this line pre- 
sented by several investigators. This 
mieans that the teacher has got to 
modify her approaches to accommo- 
date nonreaders, poor readers, aver- 
age readers and good readers. This 
is only one aspect. 


I think, too, that as this factor of 
integration reflects adult tensions on 
a community-wide basis—a_ school 
doesn’t exist in a vacuum—we will 
also suffer from all the emotional 
debris of adults and find these re- 
flected in the classroom behavior of 
children, 


Q. Do you think that the schools’ 
discipline is too lenient these days? 


A. Let me’say that my conviction 
and observation is that, in our un- 
disciplined culture, the one place 
that you can find still a remnant of 
discipline: of the clock, the one-half- 
inch margin with a double line, dis- 
cipline of some dress, speech—the 
only place that you'll find this today 
is in the schools, although this insti- 
tution cannot withstand the undisci- 
plined culture around it, and the 
cracks are showing. 


Q. De compulsory-education laws 
force schools to keep some children 
in school too léng? 


A. They sure do, but this Is essen- 
tially a curriculum problem. Let me 
say that, if we force every child to 
travel via the school agency, then it 
would only be good sense to make 
sure that we have a sufficient variety 
of school experiences to enable the 
youngster to get something out of 

is trip. 

Much of what we see today in the 
aggressive and volatile behavior of 
students is a regurgitation of this 
curriculum problem. 


Let’s say: If more math and sci- 
ence represent the ideal in the tra- 
dition of the old Boston Latin School, 
if this is the only curriculum that is 
to be provided for different children, 
then let's recognize that this kind of 
Bosten Latin School curriculum 
could. be mastered by only about 16 
per eent of our child population. 


I think we've got to make up our 
minds: Are we going to run’an insti- 
tution compulsory in nature for all 
children and provide just the route 
that 16 per cent can follow—making 


second, third, fourth, fifth-class cit- 
izens of all the others? 


Q. Do you think idleness of the 
teen-aged is part of the cause of de- 
linquency? 

A. I would start with anonymity 


in school, boredom, failure in school, 
and boredom outside of school. 


There are so many of them they 
are a kind of surplus commodity on 
a glutted market, and, if their cos- 
metic value is high and they are 
pleasant and smiling, this is fine; 
but the minute that they get dirty, 
and, let’s say, reflect our adult in- 
adequacies, then we strike back at 
them sharply and viciously. 


They are a source of much local 
irritation to us, and we bellyache 
about this particular problem. But 
all the while we adults are ready to 
exploit youth — even delinquent 
youth, 


Q. Some people think that mil- 
itary training doés them good. Do 
you think so? 


A. It may make or break them. As 
far as the delinquents are concerned, 
I think it would break most of them. 
The current screening practices in 
certain divisions of our armed serv- 
ices verify that, if the youngster is 
in trouble locally and if he is ab- 
sconding in school, he is more like- 
ly to be the AWOL in the setvice. 


If he is a homosexual in the neigh- 
borhood, he is apt to be a homosex- 
ual on a ship. In other words, the 
best evidence you can offer of fu- 
ture maladjustment is your being 
maladjusted now, and I see nothing 
but threat to most of the delinquents 
in the Navy, Army, Marine routine. 


If they can’t take the discipline of 
the school, they can’t take the disci- 
pline of the armed forces. 


School and. community must take 
a positive and a reconstructionist at- 
titude toward the delinquent. He is 
a hostile child—full of hate. But the 
community today is likewise full of 
hostility toward this child,

This was reported yesterday 
by the chairman of a group. of 
eight American educators who 
made a two-week study of 
higher education in the Soviet 
Union. 

The chairman is Dr. Edward 
H. Litchfield, chancellor of the 
University of Pittsburgh. He 
cabled the preliminary report 
of the group’s finding from 
Paris to his office in Pitts- 
burgh. 

Two things deeply impressed 
the group, Dr. Litchfield said. 
“First, there is almost univers- 


,al belief in the Soviet Union 


in the value of higher educa- 
tion. Second, the Russians are 
willing to pay the very high 
costs that are involved in 
money, in plant, in human 
effort.” 

As a result, he said, “they 
have accomplished a tremen- 
dous amount in a 
brief period of time and with 
their determination they will 
continue to progress at an im- 
pressive rate.” ' 

However, Dr Litchfield said 
the group had “serious reser- 
vations’ about what the Rus« 
sians were attempting to 


achieve and the way they were 


doing it. 


“We are in fundamental dit- °° 


agreement with an educational 
philospohy which educates the 
individual exclusively in the 
interest of the momentary no- 
tions of what the state re- 
guires,” he said. “Relatively 
little importance is attached to 
individual growth for its own 
sake.” 

There is no effort in Soviet 
higher institutions of learning 
to provide the student a liberal 
education “as we know tHe 
term,” he said 

The trip was financed prt- 
vately. The delegation traveled 
under the terms of the cultural 
exchange agreement.

His wife, LaVerne, likewise 
a top bowler, also is taking 
up the game, Don said, but 
hasn’t played much so far. 

But Carter won't become 
another Vines, changing 
from one game to another. 
Bowling champions can go 
for years, some keeping high 
rating even at the age of 
50 or better. 

“There are similarities in 
golf and bowling,” Don re- 
marked. 

“The follow-through is 
similar. Keeping the head 
down is important. In bowl- 
ing, when you release the 
ball you must keep your éye 
on the mark, in golf if you 
lift your head you pull the 
shot.” 

One difference, though, is 
the amount of time the two 
games take, Carter noted. 

‘You need only a half 
hour to get in a couple of 
games bowling, but golf 
takes much more time,” he 
commented. 

But to reach the top they 
both take time. From Sep- 
tember to May, the bowling 
season, Carter will average 
10 games a day. In golf, he 
confessed, he plays about 
twice a week, and is about 
a nine-handicap player.

Several veteran box seat ob- 
servers said Mulloy on this 
Sunday the thirteenth would 
have beaten any player in 
America.

Modestly accepting congratu- 
lations, Mulloy said, “I guess 
it was just a lucky day for me. 
I was able to hit down the line 
pretty well and I had him 
ag ar: on his horse.

Christopher Billopp 
Child’s High Chair 


A HIGH CHAIR is designed for the use of a small 
child. It puts the child in a raised position and, placed 
beside the dining room table, enables the child to be a 
member of the family group. 

From the high chair the child can see what other 
members of the family are eating and demand it in prefer- 
ence to the uninteresting food with which small children 
are fed. 

If members of the family pay no attention to the 
appeals of the child for their food, the child can attract 
their attention by kicking the table. 


An important part of the high chair is the 
tray on which the child's food may be placed, 
while at the same time it serves as a guard to 
hold the child in the chair. The food, both solid 
and liquid, is then in a convenient position for 
being knocked over by the child, 


If the child is bright it soon learns the uses to which 
a high chair can be put in addition to its conventional and 
uninteresting function as a place in which to eat. For 
example, instead of kicking the table the child may push 
with its foot against it so that the high chair will go over 
backward unless the pushing is stopped in time. 


Nor is there anything to prevent a bright 
child from trying to escape from a high chair by 
standing in the seat. It now is in a commanding 
position to lose its balance and fall ever the side 
of the chair. The distance to the floor is sufficient 
to break a head or a bone. 


It is a great relief to grown-ups when the child 
reaches the age where it can leave the high chair and 
sit on a dictionary instead, The dictionary is much less 
likely to bring on nervous indigestion or ulcers,

In- 
ternational air travel today is 
beset with regulations and no 
plane of one country can safely 
fly over another without per- 
mission.

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He Went From Montana Ranch to Film Fame, Fortune; 


Lanky Star Is at Home on Range or in Drawing Room

“GARY COOPER has the 
most beautiful face in the 
world” was the comment once 


in the , 

Perhaps most of the vast 
army of women who have con- 
stituted a bulwark of Cooper’s 
following over a gala career of 
more than three decades 
wouldn’t have expressed them- 
selves quite that way. 

Cooper’s lean, taut, Western 
virility was a far cry from 
Rudolph Valentino’s sleek Gal- 
lic romanticism; he was quite 
different from the smoothly 
chiseled handsomeness of a 
John Gilbert or Robert Taylor. 
But at all stages of his career 
he has exercised irresistible 
appeal for women. 

Cooper has used a minimum 
of make-up in the movies, as 
he has played one rugged role 
after another and it was only 
reeently, after making “Ten 
North Frederick,” that the 
star’s weather-furrowed fea- 
tures supposedly were given 
a mild going-over by a plastic 
surgeon. 

Perhaps one of the bedrock 
reasons for the star’s fabulous 
success is that he basically has 
been content to play himself, 
and that both offstage and on 
the screen he has been gov- 
erned by a fundamental sim- 
plicity and naturalness. Where 
he ran across a character whose 
motivations puzzled him in a 
screen script, as was the case 
with Sgt. Alvin C. York of 
World War I fame, he went to 
York’s Tennessee retreat, lived 
with him and came away feel- 
ing that he knew him almost 
as well as he knew himself. 

Although Cooper came from 
a background of Montana's 
rolling ranges, he had amazing 
adaptability for all kinds of 
people and social environments. 


Several popular misconcep- 
tions have surrounded the 
legend of his life. It has been 
said that as a gauche cowboy, 
he has always been ill at ease 
in any place except the gréat 
outdoors. While Cooper loves 
outdoor life, and is fond of 
riding and hunting, he has 
been one of the most popular 
figures at society events in 
Hollywood, Southampton and 
the French Riviera. 


He may not like formal 
dinner parties or fancy balls, 
but he handles himself at 
such gatherings with the 
same ease and aplomb as any 
society editor or veteran 
committee chairman. 


key figures of the New York 
Stock Exchange; Cooper has 
always been as much at home 
during weeks spent with his 
wife amid Southampton so- 
ciety as any veteran blue- 
blood. 


There also has been a myth 
that Cooper was essentially a 
man of highly limited conver- 
sational abilities, a “Yup” and 
“Nope” character who spoke 
laconically because he didn’t 
know how to talk any other 
way. This legend derived its 
biggest impetus from the role 
played by the lanky actor from 
Montana in “The Virginian.” 
While Mary Brian, as a back- 
woods schoolteacher, tried to 
improve her charge’s speech? 


Cooper answered with gruff 
monosyllablic “Yups” and 
“Nopes.” 


That Cooper not only has a 
flair for conversation on many 
topics, but can outdistance 
most competition, is attested 
to by many persons. Cooper 
in real life is friendly, fun- 
loving, sometimes almost gar- 
rulous. Ernest Hemingway, no 
mean purveyor of words him- 
self, reported that once, on a 
hunting trip he took with 
Robert Taylor and Cooper, the 


latter gaye the others scarcely ~ 


a chance to get a word in 
edgeways. 

There is another common 
misconception that Cooper was 
a boy of backwoods back- 
ground and limited education, 
who earned his chance in the 
movies simply because of his 
prowess with a horse. 

Actually Cooper’s family 
tree, on both grandparents’ 
side, is derived from a con- 
servative English background. 
Gary was sent back to England 
as a boy to “get rid of his wild 
West manners” and to give him 
the benefit of some staid and 
solid British schooling. 

The stay in England left 
him for a time with an almost- 
imperceptible trace of accent, 
but failed to decnease his fond- 
ness for Indian legends, play- 
ing cops and robbers, and bare- 
back riding. Some years later, 
however, he attended Grinnell 
(Ia.) College, where he made 
a good scholastic record. 

One of the ironic features 
of his stay at Grinnell was 
that the future Hollywood star 
made a try for a part in the 
annual varsity play and got a

From then on the 
long lanky boy from Montana 
with his skill at handling all 
kinds of mounts, and his deft- 
ness at falling off a horse, 
became an extra who picked 
up a lot of jobs. 

He started at $5-but before 
long he was earning $10 an 
assignment.

From that time on, Cooper
